RAMS THE VESUVIUS 





BEACHED TO AVERT SINKING 


With 50 Men Aboard, Chief Gunner 
Smith Is Quick to Act—Damage 
Répaired, Ship Floated. 


Special to The New York Times, 

NEWPORT, May 19.—The ‘Torpedo 
Boat Vesuviys—the same Vesuvius 
as a dynamite cruiser, took 
spectacular “part in the war with 
Spain by hurling explosives in. to 
the Spanish. trenches at Santiago— 
literally: kicked a hole in -her own hull 
this afternoon. ..She was saved from 
going to the bottom, with the fifty or 
more men aboard, only by the prompt 
action of her commanding. officer, 
Chtef Gunner Thomas Smith, who ran 
her ashore on Prudence Hope Island,. in 
Narragansett Bay. e 

While at torpedo instruction some- 
thing: went wrong with the mechanism 
of. a practice. Whitehead torpedo loosed 
by the Veslivius.. ‘The torpedo circled 
back and struck the Vesuvius in the 
stern, making a hole six inches in diam- 
eter. Through. this rent the water 
rushed into the hold and the boat be- 
gan to settije. Chief Gunner Smith did 
what ‘ie’ éould ‘to: check the inrush of 
watér and headed the Vesuvius for the 
beach. Assistance was summoned by 
wireless, and the hole in the Vesuvius 
was .patched up. sufficient!y to enabie 
her to proceed under her own steam to 
the Torpedo Station, where she arrived 
to-night. < : 

Aboard the Vesuvius at the time of 
the accident were a number of. seamen 
gunners besides her regular crew. When 
the practice torpedo turned like a boom- 
erang and crashed: into the Vesuvius, 
Chief Gunner Smith rushed hammocks, 
blankets, and other material to the 
stern in an effort to patch up the-hole, 
But the’ Vesuvius settled rapidly astern, 
and a call for help was sent out by 
wireless. gar : 

Smith: then orderee full speed ahead 
toward ‘the nearest land, which was 
Prudence Hope Island, three miles away. 
All the available pumps wére put to work 
to: keep the water down. The vessel 
struck at high tide, with her stern set- 
tled so deep that it was swept by the 
waves. The-crew massed in the bow, 
eut of reach of the water, while the 
wireless ‘operator notified -the torpedo 
station of the beaching.

Off Santiago, -when 
she threw thé dynamite into the Span- 
ish trenehés ashore. “It became a saying 
among the sailors that ‘‘ when Vesuvius 
coughs there’S’ always ah eruption 
ashore.”’ 2 


"The Vesuvius is famous as: ‘‘ the ship 
with the dynamite guns.’’ When she 
went into commission more than twenty 
years o she was haile@-as the most 
destructive craft* ever launched. The 
dynamite guns,, of which she carried 
two, were said to be the popet powerful 
pieces of ordnance on any ship afloat, 
and it was said the Vesuvius could send 
to the bottom any ship afloat. 

Came the.Spanigh war, and the Vesu- 
ius steamed to Santiago. Her dyna- 
mite guns were fired several times and 
they raised a racket such as was never 
heard in that part. of .the world before. 
But the’ damage done was not great, 
and the Vesuvius steamed back -home. 
Naval mén considered her: a failure.

navy yards. The Navy Department of- 
ficials did not know what use to make 
‘of. her.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Realizing 
its. far-reaching importance, President 
Wilson is giving serious consideration to:

ment of the Sherman Anti-trust act in

The machine, in sections, was taken 
in three automobiles south to the in- 
ternational line and. safely carried 
across late yesterday afternoon. With 
it went high-power bombs of the grav- 
ity contact type, which the insurgents 
expect to drop on the Federal gunboat 
Guerrero, which lies in Guaymas Har- 
bor, ready to assist thé garrison of the 
town in defending the only remaining 
point in the State of Sonora held by 
the Central Government.

The disappearance of the aeroplane, 
suppoSedly safe in the keeping of the 
Federal officers, led late to-day to a 
search for the missing Deputy Marshal.

The aeroplane, a_ three-passenger, 
eighty horse power biplane, was held 
two weeks ago, when Didier Masson 
and his mechanic, Thomas. Deane, be- 
gan setting up the machine at Pike’s 
ranch, twenty miles below Tucson. Mas- 
son and Deane escaped wigh some neces- 
sary pArts of the machifie, and it was 
rumored that still another aeroplane 
had been smuggled over the line.

ARE ILL-INFORMED 


Mrs, Gilman Finds ‘That English 
Women Know and Care More 
_ About. Public Matters. 


BUT OURS WANT TO LEARN 


While Women's Clubs tn London Are 
Onty Soclal—More Independence 
of Taste Abroad Than Here.

LONDON, Tuesday, May 20.—Char- 


London, contributes an article to The 
Daily News on “English and Amer- 
ican Women,” in which she says: 
“The broadest and most conspicu- 
ous difference’ between English and 
American women. of fairly -parallel 
circumstances is the superiority of 
the Englishwoman in knowledge of 
and interest in the affairs of the na- 
tion, and, for that matter, of the 
world. She knows more, cares more, 
and talks with more ability in regard 
to public matters.’ 
Against this English advantage 
Mrs. Gilman places the American wo- 
man’s passionate thirst for knowl- 
edge. In London, she points out, wo- 
mén’s clubs’ are largely social, like 
men’s clubs, whereas the American 
women’s clubs, of which there are lit- 
erally thousands, are mainly for mu- 
tual improvement, They are educa- 
tional institutions. She adds: 
‘‘Englishwomen as individuals seem 
to have more’ independence of taste 
than American women, wearing with 
easy calm whatever garments seem 
suitable to them, but, in paradoxical 
céntradiction to this, Englishwomen 
as classes seem far more uniform in 
apparel. As a whole American wo- 
men ‘follow the fashions’ more sub- 
missively and are apt to make shal- 
low comments on the independent 
taste of their English sisters, but this 
adherence to fashion distinguishes 
her who démands to be called a 
‘saleslady,’ or the typist, or the par- 
lor maid, as well as Mrs. Millionaire, 
“The Englishwomen of the fortun- 
ate classes seem stronger physically, 
more given to real exercise, more ‘ ad- 
vanced’ in the use of tobacco—if that 
is an advance—but Englishwomen of 
the unfortunate classes seem far more 
oppressed, underpaid, and neglected. 


“There are some distinctions purely 
climatic, as in the fresh color and rich 
leng hair, which are found in our own 
northern seacoasts and in Scandinavia 
as:well as.in England.

- ATLANTA,’ May ~ 19.—Charges of 
preaching pantheism and Hindu philoso- 
phy were. e@ against the ‘Faculty of 
Union ‘Theological’ ‘Seminary at this 
afternoon’s. session’. of .the Northern 
Presbyterian Assembly.*.. . 

The Rev. Dr. Monfort, who is one 
of the editors of The Herald and Pres- 
‘byter, .published in Cincinnati, bit 
terly attacked the Union Faculty in 
presenting a minority report opposing 
the majgrity report of the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary committee, which. had 
just been offered by the Rev. Dr. David 
G. Wylie of New York .City. 

Restoration» of previous relations be- 
tween the seminary and the Northern 
Church ‘was favored in the majority re- 
po: but opposed in the minority re- 
ports. In ‘presenting one of these re- 
ports. Dr..Monfort said: 

‘The time has come for the Church to 
draw the line. The issue lies between 
true faith and Hindu philosophy mas- 
querading inthe guise of Christianity. 
Mere is a Hindu philosophy in a mod- 
“ern theological school—shall we allow 
this to cintinue?”’ 

As Dr. Monfort made this charge the 
assembly broke into applause, which 
continued for séveral minutes. 

Before his final charge of “Hindu- 
ism” Dr. Monfort had declared that the 
teachings of the seminary were opposed 
in many respects to the belief of the 
Presbyterian Church, and that preach- 
ers were being turned out who did not 
believe in the inspiration of the Bible 
or the resurrection of Jesus Christ. 

The Rev. Dr. John R. Davies of Phila- 
‘delphia, who presented the other mi- 
nority report, made the same charge as 
Dr. Monfort as to the belief of many 
graduates. He said that the Presbytery 
of New York and other Presbyteries 
had licensed and ordained graduates of 
the: Union Theological Seminary who 
did not believe in the infallibility of the 
Bible or the resurrection.

“ Friedmann,” or from giving away any 
cultures prepared by the Berlin phy- 
sician. The application was brought on 
the same day that the first Friedmann 
institute for the treatment of ‘tuber- 
culosis was opened by the Distr ibuting 
Company in this city. 

Dr, Sturm asserted that he possessed 
the secrét of the process by which the 
vaccine was manufactured. He .an- 
nounced some days ago that he was 
prepared to furnish free of charge to 
the Boarg of Health and to Surgeon 
General Blue of the Marine Hospital in: 
Washington cultures and prepared vac- 
cine for examination. 

The application for the tnjunction was 

made by Arthur Garfield Hays of 60 
Wall Street, counsel for the Distributing 
Company. "Justice Pendleton granted a 
temporary injunction against Dr. Sturm 
to run until June 1, when William Tra- 
vers Jerome, who has bgen retained by 
the Friedmann concern, will argue on 
a motion to make the injunction per- 
manent. Here is the text of the tem- 
porary injunction which was served 
upon Dr. Sturm last night:

Educational Alliance Arranges 
to Have Municipal Justices 
Sit to.Help Workmen.-. 


LOSS OF TIME SAVED 


As it is Now, They Have to Lose 
Workdays and Pay Lawyers In 
Disputes with Employers. 


Under the auspices of the Hducational 
Alliance the Night Court ig shortly to 
he extended to the civil courts of this 
city for the purpose of saving time and 
money to wage-earners who become in- 
volved in litigation. The {dea was con- 
ceived from the mass of lItigation 
brought before the Legal Aid Bureay 
of the alliance during the past year, 
when 25,000 applications forp-advice were 
received. In a majority of {netances !t 
was discovered that workingmen had 
been compelled to lose from one te four 
days from work in order to go into 
court, and incidentally were frequently 
obliged to pay lawyers’ fees and other 
expenses. 

Dr. Henry Fleischmann, administrator 
of the alliance, has fitted up a reem in 
the Educational Alliance Puilding, .at 
East Broadway and Jefferson Street, ag 
a court room, and various municipal 
court Judges will be invited to sit there 
from «time to time at night to decide 
cases, “Judge Edgar J. Lauer, whe has 
been sitting in the Second District Mu- 
nicipal Court, said yesterday that the 
idea was a splendid one, and that he 
would gladly consent to hold court from 
time to time at night. It is understood 
that litigants taking advantage of. the 
Night Court must sign a stipulation to 
the effect that both sides will accept the 
decision of the court as final. The 
Board of Directors of the Educational 
Alliance, will supply clerks, interpreters, 
and stenographers and other court at- 
tendants. ;

CHEAP DRINKING eaten 


Fire Hydrants Utilized in Rochester 
at Small Expense. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter in THE TimBs from a ‘‘ Thirsty 
Pedestrian ’’ made me think that a hint from 
Rochester might possibly help out the situa- 
tion complained of. At a cost of but a few’ 
dollars apiece, any or all fire hydrants can 
be, utilized’ during the Summer, months as 
sanitary drinking fountains without ‘impair- 
ing their usefulness as aids in fire fighting 
or street, sprinkling, or the like. This method 
is employed in Rochester: 

On one. of the fire hydrant nozzles is 
scfewed an extensfon hipple which has an 
upright service pipe, equipped-with @ gmall 
valve. A sanitary drinking fountain is con- 
nected to this upright service and a small 
waste pipe is extended down an out to the’ 
curb, of street’ gutter, which is generally 
close to the hydrant. The water. is left turned 
oh into the hydrant—all of the. nozzle caps 
of tho? hydrant being ecrewed up tightly .to 
prevent leaking-and the smal] valve is ‘ad- 
justed so that the proper amount of water 
is served to the fountain. After the adjust- 
ment ‘is made*the key to the. valve is re- 
moved, so. that there is no incentive; or at 
least no way, for the user: to tamper with 
the flow of. water, 

We even think it wise to let a small stream 
run continually and remove the rabbit. edrs 
from the, faucet in the fountain itself, as 
these faucets do get out of order with con- 
stant use, even if not meddled with, de- 
stroyed, or. stolen, and we have suffered in 
all of these ways. 

Of course’ in cold weather these fountains 
would have Ao be given up on Account of the 
danger to the hydrants from freezing. This: 
scheme was iiéambs out and designed by one 
of. the employes in the Rochester Water Bu- 
reau, who has appHed for patents, but has 
generously given his native city free use of 
the idea. The expense and labor of erecting 
and locating this device is 80 ‘small compared 
with that usual in getting @ public drinking 
fountain into commission ‘that it ought to 
be: better known and more generally used. .

General Price ee Advances a 


Little--Sharp Break in 
Frisco. Issues. 


Perhaps the most significant feat~- 
ure of yesterday’s stock market .was 
the strength of the leading isues in the 
face of a further severe break 
in the/ Frisco. group of securities 
and a shatp decline in the Rock Island 
issues. In the latter, however, there was 
@ quick recovery that reduced their 
net losses for the day to fractions. 
Advances in the major issues “while 
these other stocks, particularly the 
Frisco issues, which were the ‘cen- 
tre of the day’s market discussion, 
Mere declining, suggested that the gene- 
ral liquidation had for the time being run 
its course and had left the Hst as 4 
whole in a positfon of considérable 
strength. This at all: events was the 
conclusion which seéfned - reasonably 
deducible’ from the day's stock market 
record. The immediate eause of the 
selling of the Frisco issues appeared to 
be information which has ci¥culated in 
the last day or two that negotiations be- 
tween the “Frisco and another large sys- 
tem for the sale of a half-interest in 
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois, one of 
the lines controlled by the St. Louis 
& San Fransisco, had failed. Some of 
the holders of the securities who were 
familiar with these negotiations ° and 
had regarded them as promising much 
advantage to the Frisco were said 
yesterday to have recently become 
sellers of the. stock, which. sell- 
ing precipitated: the decline of the past 
two days. This may well have been ac- 
celerated by bear pressure exerted 
against those issues which haye not 
enjoyed a very wide market. It was 
said at the close of the day that pro- 
vision had been made. for the shortly 
maturing obligations of the St. Louis & 
San Francisco, which are not large in 
amount. This information served to off- 
set the rumors which circulated when 
the decline in the road’s securities was 
at its height. 

Had it not been for the mectenulal, 
movements in this one &roup of stocks 
yesterday’s trading would have passed 
with little notice. The chief topic of 
discussion in the financial district was 
the probable outcome of to-day’s New 
York City bond sale. 
of the bids so near at hand whatever 
doubt had been entértained by some in 
the financial district regarding’ the suc- 
cess of the sale seemed to be dismissed 
and the consensus of banking opinion 
as well as the premium which was still 
quoted on the new bonds in the ‘“‘ when 
issued" “price established in the curb 
market indicated that the response to 
the offer will be sufficiently broad fully 
to cover the issue at séme premium. 
Of more than that the bond-.market did 
not feel altogether sure and it is in a 
mood, therefore, to bé agreeably sur- 
prised should the price bid for:the issue’ 
exceed expectations. The Huropean 
markets are supplying a somewhat 
similar test of the state of the investment 
market in the fiotation of the interna- 
tional Chinese loan, the London share 
of which is being offered to-day at 90. 
The outcome of these two investment 
offerings should supply: some fresh 
data regarding the’ status of the ‘cap: 
tal. market! 
It may fairly be nannes. that the 
impending reductions in import duties 
account in substantial degree for the 
falling off of- over $18,000,000 in the. 
April imports of merchandise compared 
with a year ago. The exports for that: 
month, as was. foreshadowed by. the 
excellent showing. made: in the agricul-. 
tural export statement issued last. 
week, increased over last April by more’ 
than $20,000,000, ‘giving us a credit trade 
balance for the month more than three’ 
times as large as that which last April’s 

trade yielded and the largest excess of 
exports ever recorded for the. month. 

The $55,600,000 excess of exports in April 
brings the total excess of exports for 





to $561,900,000. That is a credit trade 
balance which has only twice been ex-

NO RAIL POOL, HE SAYS 


Corey Testified. to the Contrary-—— 
Tells of Speech Which Got Mor-’ 
gan to Form Steel Corporation. 


Charles M. Schwab, who, it has al- 
ways been understood, left the Presi- 
dency of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, like William Ellis Corey, not 
without some ruffling of feelings, ang 
who is now President of the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation, one of itg, 
competitors, gave the b 
clean bill of health 


he statements made by 

t in his testimony, although 

Mr. Corey also upheld in the main the 

contention that the Steel Corporation 

was not an attempt to monopolize or 
control the, industry. 

Mr. Schwab, with whom the late J. P. 
Morgan first discussed the project of 
forming the Steel Corporation, said that 
the suppression of competition had 
never been mentioned between them, 
and that the whole purpose was to in- 
tegrate the various processes of produc- 
tion and lines of product, to make econ- 
omies and to build up a foreign trade. 
While admitting freely his own activi- 
ties in forming pools before the days of 
the Steel Corporation and his partici- |- 
pation in one or two afterward, he de- 
clared he had never heard of an inter- 
national rail pool, such as Mr. Corey 
understood was in existence. He knew 
of no domestic rail pool since the Steel 
Corporation wag formed. 

As. to the plate pool, which Mr. Corey. 
said Judge Gary knew all about and 
had attended meetings of, Mr. Schwab 
said he himself had represented the 
Steel Corporatiqn at such méetings, and 
that he was sure that Judge Gary had 
never been present. and knew nothing 
of the pool’s existence. Nothing had 
been said, he declared, at the Gary din- 
ners about fixing:prices or output, and 
nothing of the kind resulted. 

The policy of the Stee) Corporation, 
said Mr. Schwab, had never been to 
stifle competition, and its treatment of 
labor had been vastly beneficial. 
Judge Gary was an interested auditor 
throughout Mr. Schwab's examination 
and looked pleased as Mr. Schwab de- 
nied one contention after another that 
the Government had raised concerning 
the Steel Corporation and its: Chairman. 
Mr. Schwah testified with the same 
candid manner and boyish light-heart- 
edness that he showed before the Stan- 
ley Committee, , frequently causing 
laughter by. his naive admissions of 
practices years ago that are decidedly 
taboo now. . 

Mr. Schwab told again of the inception 
of the Steel Corporation and of previous 
efforts on the part of Andrew Carnegie 
to sell out. He brought out one point 
that had not been told before when 
he said that Henry C. Frick first tried 
to sell the Carnegie Steel Company to 
the Standard Oil interests through H. 
H. Rogers. Mr. Frick, had for same 
time an option on ‘the works. r. 
Schwab mentioned in his testimony hbe- 
fore the Ways and Means Committee 
of Congress a few years ago that Ke 
had tried to ‘sell to somebody else be- 
fore he undertook to buy himself with 
the aid of W. H. Moore, but declined 
to give the name of the person with. 
whom Mr. Frick was dealing, assuring 
the committee that it was somebody 
not in the steel business. Yesterday 
‘he gave the name of Mr. Rogers, acting 
for the Standard’ Oil Company. 


Start of the Steel Trust, 


Mr. Frick’s second attempt to sell 
the property to himself, Judge Moore 
and others for $320,000,000 was a failure, 
like the first, and it was some time 
later that the matter, came to Mr. Mor- 


gan’s attention through Mr. Schwab. At 
a dinner given to Mr. Schwab at the 
University Club fn 1899 by J. Edward 
Simmons and .Charles Stewart Smith 
made a speech arguirig 
that the limit of economy in production 
had been reached and that future prog- 
ress lay in the direction of manufactur- 
ing all the various-products under one 
Management and in extending foreign 
trade. : 
Mr. Morgan, who sat next to Mr. 
Sehwab at the dinner, talked with him 
afterward at length, and a little later, 
through John W. Gates, then at the 
head of the Illinois Steel Company, {n- 
vited him to a conference which in- 
cluded these three and Robert Bacon, 
after which Mr. Schwab got an option 
from Mr. Carnegie and closed the salé 
to J. P. Morgan & Co, at the same 
figure, $320,000,000. 

Richard V. Lindabury, chief counsel 
for the Steel Corporation, 

Schwab what. the policy had been 
toward labor while he was President, 
and from his observations as a compet- 
itor since that time. 

**Its policy,’’ said Mr. Schwab, ‘‘ has 
been the best possible. There has been 
a gradual increase in wages ever since 
the Steel Corporation was formed. We 
felt at the outset that so large a com- 
bination might be subjected to public 
criticism for any unfavorable treatment 
of labor. Besides paying higher wages, 
the Steel Corporation has made a bet- 
ter distribution of wages. Where cer- 


derpaid, as compared with others, they 
were brought up to their proper pro- 
portion. The whole situation in regard 
to labor has been vastly improved, not 
only in the Steel Corporation, but in 
the employ of other manufacturers, who 
have been obliged to follow suit. There 
has been less disposition to: reduce 
wages in times of depression than for- 
merly and this improvement has con- 
tinued since I left the Steel Corpora- 


licy toward competitors from 
he nning was not one of endeayor- 
ing to stifle or destroy.

Value of the Ore Leases. 


Mr, Schwab denied that the Steel Cor- 
poration, in-acquiring large ore reserves 
in the Northwest; had any purpose of 
monopolizing ore lands. He had always 
urged larger purchases because he fore- 
saw a great development in the steel 
industry, and belfeved now that this 
growth would continue. He had also 
valued the. Steel Corporation's ore at $1 
a ton in the ground. 

“T have always been proud .of the 
fact,” he added, “that my predictions 
at that time have been confirmed.”’ 

The Government has pointed to the 
Hill ore leases at $1 a ton as excessive 
in price and clearly indicating an in- 
tent to monopolize. It appeared that 
while Mr. Schwab was urging greater 

urchases, on the recommendations of 
vames Gaytey, Vice President of the 

Steel Corporation, who was the ore 
land expert, Judge Gary and the other 
members of the Finance Committee, 
who, Mr. Schwab explained, hadn’t had 
the practical training he had, generally 
ignored them. 

“They bought comparatively few of 
the properties we wanted them to,” he 
said. “There was no purchase for 
monopoly or to hamper competitors. 
The question was never broached.” 

‘Was there any scheme of monopoly 
or restraint of. trade-in the organiza- 
tion. of the Steel Corporation?” 

“No; the question of suppressing com- 
petition was never mentioned.” 

Has the Steel Corporation, since you 
left it in 1908,.ever adopted any unfair 
practices toward competitors!”’ 

“Not to my knowledge. From my 
first talking with Mr. Morgan the ques- 
tion of controlling the industry was 
never discussed. The combination was 
for economic development alone. 

“ What has ever been done in connec- 
tion with the formation of the Steel Cor- 
poration toward or in favor of restrain- 
ing trade?"’ a 

“ Nothing whatever, so far as I know. 

“What about the dismantling of 
plants after it was formed?’ 

“Plants were dismantled only where it 
was found that we had more than one 
of the same character in- the same dis- 
trict, or where a plant was found to be 
so obsolete that it was better to start 
new than to reconstruct it.” ‘ 

Returning to the oré question, Mr. 
Lindabury had Mr. Schwab describe the 
deposits now available in Canada, New 
York State, Alabama, South America, 
Cuba, Mexico, Spain, and Sweden. 

“There is enough ore available in 
Cuba and South America,” said Mr, 
Schwab, ‘“‘te supply new milis’‘on the 
Atlantic with sufficient capacity to 
duplicate the present output of all the 
plants in the United. States.” 

“Has there ever been an international 
rail pool?” asked Mr., Lindabury. ,

JURY REFORM BILL 


Says the ‘Wilson ‘Compromise 
as Amended Would“ Be 
Inadequate. 


LEGISLATURE DODGES ISSUE 


‘After Short Session Both Houses 
’ Put Off Further Discussion of - 
All Bills Until ‘Next oYear.

TRENTON, N. J., May 19.—Despite 

protest by the Republican members 
_ who criticised the majority for delay, 
the’ Democratic! Legislature, after re- 
convening its special session for a few 
hours this afternoon, adjourned for the 
week” to meet again next Monday. 

Fay from any progress in the jury 
reform muddle, the situation to-night ig 
even more’ perplexing and complicated 
than ever. This is due to Gov. Fielder’s 
change of front on the bill suggested by 
President Wilson. Although the Gov- 

ernor has been sitting in the upper 
house as the Senator from Hudson 
County and all along has been urging 
his party colleagues to put the measure 
through, he gave out a statement to-- 
day that the compromise bill was in- 
adequate, and said that if it was en- 
acted he would insist on the passage 
of another one that would operate until 
the voters got an opportunity next 
November to express their own wishes. 

“My promise to the President,’’ he 
said, “binds me to assist in the passage 
of. the ‘Chancellor-Sheriff bill’ now be- 
fore the Senate, and I favor ‘awaiting 
,the return of. Senator Munson before 
“considering any other legislation on aed 
subject. I believe that bill. will- 
passed and in passing it the Demieatet: 
jé Party may be regarded'as complying 
with-its somewhat indefinite platform 
promise, but the bill is. far from Batis- 
factory to me,.as well in plan as in the 
time it shall take — og referenduin

“ Briefly, it provides that the Sheriff, 
before ‘the opening of each term of 
court, shall make up a Grand Jury list 
of 500 es for first-class counties, 
300 names for second-class counties, and: 
200 names for all other counties, and a 
petit jury list of 700 names for first- 
class counties, 500 names for second- 
class counties, and 300 names for all 
other counties. A copy of each list shall 
be delivered to the Supreme Court Jus- 
tice at least thirty days before the onen- 
ing of the term, and’ the Justice ma 
strike out any number of names and di- 
rect the Sheriff to-draw his grand and 
petiti jurors from the revised list.
